If they were regular govern- 
ment cards, they would go for 2 cent* 
each, but since they are printed by a pri- 
vate concern and are written upon the 
• postage is 5 cents, tho same as for a letter. 
Had the sender been known to the post- 
office wen be would have been notified, 
but in this cuse each card had to be stamp- 
ed with a '•'!'," to indicate that postage 
was not fully paid, and then forwarded, 
because tho sender had signed hie initials 
only and could therefore not $# found. 
\Vbeu these cards arrived in Germany, the 
equivalent; for 6 cents, just double the de- 
ficiency, was collected for each card- Thus 
the German government received 3 cents 
on each card for nothing. 


This kind of mail is a good deal larger 


than is generally supposed, as is shown by 
the fact that $100 may be collected at the 
Boston office on one single mail from Eu- 
rope, and the United States Bends about 
uO times as much as it receives. Most of 
the unpaid or short paid matter comes 
from Armenia and Turkey, although Eng- 
land and Ireland contribute a fair portion 
of it. 


Just before St Patrick's day the mails 


aie Hooded with packages of shamrocks 
from Ireland, picked and mailed by people 
who know little about the postal regula- 
tions and who frequently neglect to find 
out how much postage is required.- Anx- 
ious to have the precious twigs well pre- 
served, they even sprinkle them with wa- 
t« before wrapping them up, which not 
merely Increases the weight at the time of 
mailing, but also serves to spoil tho wrap- 
pers. Christinas time and Easter, when 
friends interchange gifts, are equally prof- 
itable in this respect, but the United 
States does not collect as much on fokeign 
mail as the foreign governments collect 
ou United States mall.

It is pretty certain that the heat of the 


inner earth came to it when the ancient 
dusc or vapor of which it was made was 
gathered from the cloudlike to the fluid 
state—fluid by beat.

The addressee; may 
refuse it, and in that case it must be re- 
turned to the sender, who has to pay^dou- 
ble rate for it if he accepts it.

THE FIRST COTTON MILL. 


Washington'* Diary Placet ltd Locution 


ID Massachusetts, 


.Several different towns in the United 


States claim i-lie unique distinction of hav- 
ing erected thefirsc American cotton mill, 
but from the best information that can be 
obtained it seems that the credit properly 
belongs to the town of Beverly, Mass. 


The circumstances leading up to this 


discovery may be of interest to our read- 
ers. 
Some years ago Mayor Hantoul of 


Saloin, Mass., was invited to Pnwtueket, 
K. I., to attend the centennial esercisea 
held at that place in commemoration of 
the opening of the famous Slater mill. In 
sending ont invitations to this centennial 
event the owners of the mill claimed it to 
be the first establishment of its kind ever 
erected in the United States. For some 
reason Mayor Hantoul was unable to be 
present at the exercises; but, being deeply 
interested in historical researches, he de- 
cided at his leisure to investigate the 
claims of tho Pawtucket mill owners. 
This investigation led to the discovery 
that the old cotton mill at Beverly, Mass., 
which was burned down in 1838, had been 
in operation lor several years prior to thu 
establishment of the mill at Pawtucket, 
and that no less u witness than General 
Washington himself could bo cited in con- 
firmation of the fact. It seems that Gen- 
eral Washington, while on a tour of tho 
Kew England states in 17S9, made- a visit 
to the old Beverly cotton mill and was so 
impressed with the novelty of the spectacle 
that he devoted several pages of bis diary 
to its description. 
This old diary is still 


to be found among General Washington's 
papers. 


As the researches of Mayor Hantoul 


seemed to settle the matter beyond all con- 
troversy the residents of Beverly, Mass., 
caused a handsome tablet to be erected on 
the site of the old mills, commemorating 
the establishment of the first enterprise of 
its kind ever inaugurated in the United 
States.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

This 
is at course if the patient is able to drink 
milk; most people are, oven when they 
think they are not, yet there arc some to 
whom this excellent food is repulsive ov 
who really cannot digest it. 
Such will 


have to substitute broths, jellies and the 
like for tho milk. Often ice cream cnn be 
taken when milk cannot. 


The food taken at mealtime should be 


of the most nourishing character—meat, 
eggs, iisb, psas and boa us, varied with 
salads dressed with oil, but no pastry. 
Tho tea and coffee should bo chiefly cream, 
tho broad and butte.v should be chiefly but- 
ter and tho £alud dressing should beohietly 
oil. 
Every particle of fat taken and di- 


gested is so much pure gtiin, and even 
when cod liver oil Is being used as a medi- 
cine as much butter and cream as possible 
should be taken as well. 


Plenty of water should bo drunk—four 


or five glasses a day at least, unless a 
great abundance of milk is used—in order 
to promote the assimilation of the large 
amount of food consumed and also to 
wash away tho necessarily increased quan- 
tity of waste products.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

Colt of * Door Haudlo. 


Thesesthetic person who desires a unique 


door handle for his favorite room must 
pay for the privilege. Forty, fifty, ovpn 
seventy-live, dollars may be the cost of the 
first door handle made after a new pat- 
tern. 
The metal is •worth perhaps only a 


few cents, but tho labor comes high. Fir^t 
the architect draws the design and sub- 
mits it to the manufacturer that is to fin- 
ish the handle. 
Ho turns it over to his 


modeler,' who makes an exact pattern of 
the handle and lock in clayor plaster. 
Every line that is flat in the design is 
raised in this pattern, and the more elab- 
orate and intricate the decoration the 
more difficult his work. The pattern is 
then given to tho man v.ho makes the 
mold, or oftencr several molds joined to- 
gether, known as gates. These are usual- 
ly Oi plaster, and tho molten metal is 
poured info them r.-ithout in anyway af- 
fecting the-plaster. 


When the mutal is cool, the handle is 


taken out, a thing of beauty and expensa, 
for tho architect, tho pattern maker, the 
mold maker and the man who pours in 
the metal must all be paid for trSeir work. 
Tho first door handle only is thus costly. 
When tho mold is once mnda, the prico of 
a dour handle decreases according to tho 
number made, so tbut tho five hundredth 
door handle costs scarcely more than tha 
metal put into it.—Xew York Sun.

The English "board school" system, 


which corresponds to our public schools, 
is as yet far inferior in most essentials.

with, free.

pils, and parents who aro unable or un- 
willing to pay get into very serioua trouble. 


The teaching is primitive indeed. Little 


boys are set at sewing or knitting to keop 
them quiet. Sir John Lubbock has just 
made widely public tho fact that thou- 
sands of youngsters pass through the cur- 
riculum of the London school board with- 
out learning one iota of geography except 
as n special subject. History is no better, 
and English is practically nonexistent. 


Germany sends over to England every 


year hundredsof youn« men who can hold 
their own in commerce, mid who are tbor 
otighly well equipped in tho subjects that 
might bo taught in tho board schools. 


Some Englishmen aro beginning to 


think that the strides Germany is making 
in trade aro mainly due to superior intel- 
ligence and tho better general education 
or her people.—Now York World.
